He said that the rute 
of interest mentioned in the sehedule was 5) 
cent, Of course, that might be varied, but that 
apparently was the rate present in the mind of 
the Government. The fact that the bonds lacked 
Treasury guarantee would make them fall all 
the sooner,, and he realised that, with money 
af. its present and prospective rate, 5) per cent. 
bonds, even with Government. security, would 
stand a very good chance of falling heavily, and 
without Government security as a local bond it 
was bound. to fall. He suggested to the Minis- 
. ter that he ougat to protect authorities from 
having these bonds landed on them. Some 
limitations ought to be imposed. Local loans 
might possibly fall 10, 20, 30, or 40 per cent. 
Was it to be supposed that if he wanted to buy 
a £1,000 house he could do so with bonds of the 
real value of £600? That would be a process 
of beggar-my-neighbour, and for that reason 
there should be some limitation in the process.

The Marquis of Crewe, in supporting the 
second reading, said that, while believing in a 
steady advance in the direction of complete 
self-government for India, he thought that it 
would be generations before India possessed a 
form of government precisely analogous to that 
of Australia. In the interest of India itself no 
reasonable person ought to press the claim for 
self.government for a considerable number of 
years, 

Lord Sydenham said that he feared the effects 
of the bill on British prestige in India. 

The Earl of Selborne, spéaking as Chairman 
of the Joint Select Committee which considered 
the bill, said that they turned dut the best bill 
they could in accordance with the preamble, 
He had come to the conclusion that inevitable 
changes must move in the direction of -gelf- 
government, 

Lord MacDonnell said that he hoped that the 
first review of the working @f theecheme, some 
ten years hence, would lead to the creation of 
a Second Chamber for the Provincial Govern- 
ments. He would propose that they should not 
enforce a dual system of government as the 


the more simple, more natural, and more educa. 
tive systern of unified government. 


VISCOUNT MIDLETON. 

Viscount Midleton said that he thought that 
the original declaration of August, 1917, was 
unfortunate, and thet it would have been better 
for the Government, before making it,. to have 
consulted those who had long experience of 
Indien government.

Lord Meston, in a maiden speech, supported 
the bill. He described the remarkable political 
change that had come over India, and asserted 
that it was quite a mistake to suppose that 
this new constitution had been wrung from 
reluctant British Government by a emall band 
of noisy agitators. The Government were not 
being dragged at the tail of a revolutionary 
movement, The bill might be dangerous, but 


there was a greater danger, and that wae the 
danger of doing nothing and ignoring the de- 
mand of the people of India for a genuine 
partnership.

Earl Curson said that he regarded the bill 
as of extraordinary importance. lig most 
distinguisbing feature was not merely the magni- 
tude of the change preposed but the spirit 
the good temper, and the patriotic desire to do 
the right thing in which it had been ap- | 
proached.

tion the ordeal caused her great pain; the marvel 
was that she came out of the country with her life, 
When she complained that she was 1.0t capable of 
keeping up with him in his wiki life in the jungle 
he got annoyed. She used to throw herself upon 
the ground, ‘writhing in pain and agony. As @ 
result. of that dreadful expedition in November, 
1915, without anything in the smallest degree to 
alleviate its hardships for a delicate, woman, she 
had a miscarriag). Passing over other details, the 
next matter that would be relied on was on an 
occasion when the husband and wife were staying 
at the house of her father, Mr. Metcalfe. For some 
trivial cause Lord Carbery lost his temper, and 
became very vicient. He seized his wife's hand, 
and with it gave her a blow in the face, which 
produced a black eye. That frightened her very 
much, and caused her great pain and suffering. In 
duly, 1915, he took her again with him to Africa, 
where he had an extensive farm, on which there 
was Bo house. He compelled her to live with him 
in a leaky grass hut, like a savage, where she 
contracted majaria, One result of the first trip to 
Africa was that the lady's hearing was badly 
affected. The malaria increased her deafness, and 
from that time it was with difficulty that she could 
hear people speaking. In April, 1918, 
respondent again took his wife to Africa. 
meantime a house Bad been buili oh the farm, and 
they resided there. Om the first trip she was 
absolutely unattended by a person of her sex, her 
only attendants being black boys. On the last 
occasion she was attended by her maid, Out there, 
without going into details, the respondent one day 
lost his temper again, and he beat her violently 
with a whip. He seemed to have been brought up 
without any self-contrel, and a man of that sort was 
a dangerous companion fur a tenderly-reared and 
delicately-nurtured young girl. It wor be an act 
of kindness net to require him to go into matters 
which were not going to be the subject of any 
contradiction. There were charges in the petition 
which he propased te give evidenue of. Previous 
acts of misconduct were condoned, and, therefore, 
would nat.be referred to. the 12th of last 
July Lord Carbery left his wife at her father’s 
house, and proceeded to Paris, via Folkestone 
and Roulewne.e He was under obeervation at the 
time, and on arrival at Boulogne his watcher. lost 
sight of him in the crowd.

INGENIOUS FRAUD CHARGE.

In the Northern Pohee Court yesterday, before 
Mr. Cooper, James Connolly, glazier, Corpora- 
tion Buildings, Dublin, was charged with obtain- 
ing clothing and other articles from various city 
establishments by means of forged orders. He 
was accused of fradulently forging a false decu- 
ment, purporting to be written by J. Smyth on 


requesting the firm, to whom the order was pre- 
sented, to supply the bearer with a suit of 
clothes, an overcoat, and a pair of boots. The 
order was in confirmation of a telephone mes- 
sage received earlier on the same day.

Further charges were made of stealing 
from Messrs. Millar fifteen .of their printed 
memorandum forms, by means of which he ob- 
tained from Gerald Moran, an assistant in 
Messrs. Hickey’s premises, North Earl street, on 
the 25th November, a suit and an overcoat of 
the value of £9 Ss. 6d.; on the 25th October, 
from Messrs. Arnott’s, two dozen chamois 
leathers, value £9; on the 10th November, from 
Messrs. Hodge and Sons, Lower Aston’s quay, 
two and a half dogen chamois leathers, value 
£4 7s. 6d., and on the 2th November having 
from Mesers. Henry and James, Parliament 
street, obtained a suit of clothes and an over- 
coat of the value of £10 10s. These last-named 
he was accused of having pawned in Redmond's 
Pawn Office, South George's street, for £2. 

The prisoder’s method of operating was to 
telephone in the name of Messra.
